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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant has argued that the protruding 
portion of the ground connector is not taught to be longer than the protruding protion of the active connector. The Examiner does not 
agree. The Applicant's admitted prior art (AAPA) teaches both connectors to have protruding portions as outlined in the previous final 
office action, as well as both connectors to be of the same length. Spangler is then relied upon to teach the ground connector not to 
protrude, but to be longer than than the active connector (see Response to Arguments of previous Final Rejection). Therefor, as both 
connectors are taught to protrude and be of the same length by the AAPA, and Spangler teaches the ground connector to be longer, then 
the overall combination would result in a longer protruding portion of the ground connector. In other words, if somehow the length of the , 
ground connector of the AAPA was increased internally, or other than the protruding portion, then the teaching of Spangler would not be 
accomplished since the ground connector would not engage before the active connector. In the end, the increased length of the ground 
connector taught by Spangler would result in the longer protruding portion taught by the AAPA. 
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
